NOTIFICATION 

GSR 717(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 63 of the Water (Prevention and Control of 
Pollution) Act, 1974 (6 of 1974), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment after consultation with the Central Pollution 
Control Board- hereby makes the following rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Water (Prevention and Control oJi 
Pollution) Rules, 1975, namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Water (Pre¬ 
vention and Control of Pollution) Amendincnt Rules, 
1989. 

(2) They sliall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollu¬ 
tion) Rules, 1975; (hereinafter referred to as the prin¬ 
cipal rules), in rule 24, the words “and shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the Central Government by the 15th of 
May each year” shall be omitted. 

3. In the principal rules, for rule 32, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely;— 

“32. Application for consent.—An application 
for obtaining the const- 4 ,t of the Central 
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Beard for CitabJishing or taking any ‘.tips 
to establish any industry, operation or pro¬ 
cess or any treatment and disposal system or 
any extension or addition thereto, which is 
likely to discharge sewage or trade ellluent 
into a stream or well or sewer or on land 
(such discharge being hereinafter in this 
Rule referred to as discharge of sewage); or 
for bringing into use any new or altered 
outlet for the discharge of sewage or begin¬ 
ning to make any new discharge of sewage 
under section 25 or for continuing an exis - 
ing discharge of sewage under section 26 
shall he made to the Central Board in 
Perm XIII”. 

4. Jn the principal rules, after rule 32, the follow¬ 
ing rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

"34. Directions—(1) Any direction issued unacr 
Section 33A shall be in writing, 

(2) The direction shall specify the nature of ac¬ 

tion to be taken and the time within which 
it shall be complied with by the person, olh- 
cer or the authority to whom siicli direction 
is given, 

(3) The person, officer or authority to wiiom any 

direction is sought to be issued shall be 
served with a copy of the p'^oposed direction 
and shall be given an opportunity of not 
less than fifteen days from the date ofi ser¬ 
vice of a notice to file with an olficer desig¬ 
nated in this behalf the objections, if any, 
to the issue of the proposed direction, 

(4) Where the proposed direction is for the stop¬ 
page or regulation of electricity or water or 
any other services affecting the carrying on 
any industry, operation or process and is 
sought to be issued to an officer or an au¬ 
thority, a copy of the proposed direction 
shall also be endorsed to tlie occupier of the 
industry, operation or process, as the case 
may be, and objections, if any, filed by the 
occupier with an officer designated in this 
behalf shall be dealt with in accordance 
with the procedures under sub-rules (3) and 

(5) of this rule . 

Provided that no opportunity of being heard shall 
be given to the occupier, if he had already been heard 
earlier and the proposed direction referred to m sub¬ 
rule (,3) above for the stoppage or legulation of elec¬ 
tricity or water or any other service was the resultant 
decision of tjie Ceniral Board after such earlier licar- 
ing. 

(5) The Central Board shall within a period of 45 
days from the date of receipt of the objections, if any, 
or from the date iipto which an opportunity is given 
to the person, officer or authority to file objections 
whichever is earlier, after considering the objections, 
if any, received from the person, officer or authority 
sought to be directed and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, confirm, modify or decide not to issue the 
proposed direction, 

(6) In a case where the Central Board is of the 
opinion that in view of tlic likelihood of a grave in¬ 
jury to ihe environment it is not expedient to provide 


an opportunity to file chjections against the jiroposed 
diveetion, it may, for reasons to be recorded in writ¬ 
ing, issue directic'iis without providing such an op¬ 
portunity,
